It is hot work putting up frnit these 
sultry days, but next winter we shail be 
so glad to see it on the shelves when com- 
pany comes in “unexpected.”

model housekeeper, with its rows on rows of 
jars filled with berries of all kinds, crab-apples, 
pineapples, peaches, pears, glasses of trauslu- 
cent jelly, jars of apple butter and similar con- 
eoctions. And when, during an aftack of “la 
crippe,” some of these delicious fruits found 
their way to my room, I was able to testify that 
their appearance was not deceitful. 

Last time I gave some recipes for canning 
and pickling, and this month will havea few 
more. If they come too early, put them in 

our serap-book for future use. I know that 
ruits come at different seasons in the various 
parts of the country, and it is better to be too 
early than too late. Some requests have lately 
come in forsuch recipes, and if I can answer 
them myself, I will doso; but by the time the 
request would appear in the paper, and the 
cousins have opportunity to send answers, it 
would be long past the season for using the re- 
cipes. Those who wish any particular recipe 
must send in their requests several months in 
advance, making allowance for the fact that 
this column is made up about two months be- 
fore publication.

ave changed allthat. The best and most fam- 
ous cooks in the world have applied their 
knowledge and skill to the preparation of 
simple dishes adapted to the needs of the body 
in all kinds of weather. It is becoming arecog- 
nized fact that large quantities of meat are not 
the proper food for summer use, nor should 
pag A hot dishes be used. Fruit and vegetables 
are the fitting sustenance for the body in tropi- 
cal countries and little else -is eaten there. Is 
it not, then, logical that when our temperature 
reaches that of southern climes, we should 
profit by their centuries of experience and 
adopt the kind of food that has proved to be 
best suited to the season?

A HANDY BOX. 
A pretty and handy little article for the work- 
table may be made as follows: Take a cigar box 
of the size desired, line the inside neat! 
to hold thread, thimble, scissors, eto., and fas- 
ten leaves of flannel on the inside of the cover 
to hold needles. "Cover the outside with pink 
cambric or any prey material you may choose, 
stuffing the top to make a pincushion, and cov- 
ering the sides of the box with a frill of the 
material edged with narrow lace.

Young Harrison's early education was ob- 
tained at a log schoolhouse near his home. He 
entered Miami Univeraity, and soon developed those 
qualities of mind which bave since become so promi- 
nent in bia successful legal, military, and political 
career. After graduating from college he studied 
law, aud emigrated to Indianapolis, Ind., where he 
began the practice of hie profession in 1854. He 
soon took high rank among the lawyers of the State, 
and was widely known for hia legal ability and high 
sense of justice. At the breaking out of the War he 
recruited a regiment, and served until mustered out 
of service in 1865. His military career was bril- 
Hantly successful, and he earned constant promotion, 
coming out of the War with the title of brigadier- 
generd], which was bestowed upon him for diatin- 
guished services. After the War he continued the 
practice of his profession, and became one of the 
leaders of the bar of bia State. General Harrison 
early entered political life, and waa the candidate of 
the Republican party for Governor of Indiana in 
1876. betug defeated by “ Blue Jeans"' Williama. 
{fn 1581 he waa elected to the Senate of the United 
States, and served until 1587. In 1888 he became the 
Republican nominee for the Presidency, and was 
elected over Mr. Cleveland, after one of the moat ex- 
citing campaigna in the history of the country.

in 1887. Mr. Cleveland was born in New Jeravy,
